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EDITORIAL 
THE ELECTION 


We congratulate Cr. R. F. Harrison 
on his success at the election on Satur- 
day. 

We believe he will do all in his power 
to justify the hopes and confidence of 
his supporters. 

This was a good election in the same 
sense as were the by-elections when 
Cr, W. L. J. Crofts, Cr. H. Weaver and 
Cr. C. W. Carlsson were each returned. 
In these cases the voters had the oppor- 
tunity of measuring the personalities 
of the rival candidates as well as their 
party or non-party affiliations. : 

It must be admitted that in the 
August elections under preferential vot- 
ing the qualities of the individual candi- 
dates are not decisive factors. 

Almost exactly three years ago Cr. 
Crofts stood: for election in almost 
identical circumstances in what could 
have been considered a forlorn hope. 
Cr. Harrison has now to an extent re- 
+ peated that victory. 

These two results have shown to all 
that however difficult the prospect, 
given the circumstances, election defeat 
is not inevitable. _ 

The election also will be good for the 
majority of councillors. Whether the 
defeat of their. candidate reflects the - 
-elector’s relative views of Mr. J. Foskett 
. and Cr. Harrison or dissatisfaction with 
council they do not kriow. They cannot 
afford to be-complacent. To the extent 
that they.-make a possibly abortive 
search for grounds for opposition, ‘the 
election and its result will have been 
justified. .

Mr. Hatfield, who pleaded 
not guilty te the charge, 
was represented by Mr.

Frederick William Gill of 
Maidstone teld the Court 
that at 6.30 p.m. on March 
14 on his way to the trots 
meeting at Geelong he was 
towing a horse float with 
his Dodge car along Geelong 
Road. He said before he 
reached Kororoit Creek Road 
a car in front of him started 
flashing the left turn’ indi- 
eators and he moved to the 
inside lane, behind another 
car. He said he noticed: a 
car at the Kororoit Creek 
Road intersection. He blew 
his horn and applied the 
brakes but hit this car. 

Gill said the car came 
from his right-hand side. 

His car finished up on the 
left-hand side of the high- 
way. Gill estimated the 
damage to the Dodge and 
float as $700. At the time 
of the collision he said he 
was travelling at about 35- 
40 mph. 

In reply to Mr. Doyle, 
Gill agreed his horse was 
in a race being run at 8.40 
p.m. but said he was in no 
hurry. Asked if he would 
be sunprised that the da- 
mage to Hatfield's car, a 
Mercedes-Benz was ‘$3,500, 
Gill said he would not be 
surprised. - 

First Constable L. Me- 
Dowell of the Mobile Traffic 
gave evidence of arriving 
at the scene at 6.50 p.m. In- 
terviewed at the Werribee 
Hospital Hatfield told him 
he put his right indicators 
on and proceeded to cross 
the highway when two cars 
came along. Constable Mc- 
Dowell said the marks of 
impact showed the collision 
took place on the left-hand 
side of the white Jane di- 
viding the two lanes ‘of, 
Geelong Road. The cars fi-

‘Arthur Hatfield told the 
Court he was travelling to- 
wards ‘Melbourne from 
Geelong.

He 
said he stopped there for 
some time as a lot of traf. 
fic was going to Geelong. 
One car came along from 
Melbourne with its blinkers 
on and stopped in the 
centre lane for right hand 
turning vehicles. Tt could 
not get into the gap be- 
tween the roads to turn. 
Another car came down the 
right hand land and stopped. 
There was a car a_ long 
way back but he decided it 
was safe to cross. He was 
nearly over the road when 
hit by a car. At the last 
moment he heard a car 
horn. 

James Dowie of Geelong, 
a passenger in Hatfield's car 
told the Court he was in 
the rear seat on the left 
side. He had a clear view 
when Hatfield asked if it 
was all clear to cross. He 
told the driver there was 
plenty of room. As_ they 
passed the two stationary 
cars their view was 
scured, then as they moved 
on he saw a car with a 
horse float only 20-30 yards 
away. He thought it was 
going to hit. then. . 
would miss and go behind 
them. When the collision 
did occur their car_ was al- 
most off Geelong Road. 

He. said Gill's car came 


in, at about a 45 degrees 
angle.
